The Nation's Capital 
Is America's Mecca 


Henry Burroughs of Washington, D. C , is a 


nan who knows a lot about the likes and dislikes 


Df visitors to the nation s capital. Ile has to, for 


he is president of a large sightseeing company in 


Washington. 


Surveys were taken from employes of the 
Gray Line, Mr. Burroughs’ outfit, on the most, 
often visited places of interest and the results were 
somewhat surprising. Contrary to what might he 
a popular belief, the White House and Congress 
are not the most popular tourist attractions. 


By far the greatest enticement to Washington 
is the Smithsonian Institution, which plays host to 
3.5 million persons annually. This should not be 
surprising. The Smithsonian is the dean of Ameri­ 
can museums. Weeks can be spent inside its doors 
assimilating the wealth of knowledge contained in 
the thousands of colorful graphic displays. Side by 
side may be found items from civilizations dating 
back to the years B. C. along with those from 1956. 


Second on the must list of every Washington 
visitor is the Lincoln Memorial, visited bv over 2 
million each year. Ironically, many thousands of 
the Lincoln enthusiasts think they are visiting his 
tomb, hut they are not. Lincoln is buried in his 
home town of Springfield. IIL 


Finally, in third place is the White House, 
which attracts somewhat less than 2 million visitors. 
As explained by Burroughs, the reason more people 
do not visit the home of the presidents is the rela­ 
tively short time the mansion is open to the public. 
There is not much doubt that if access to the 
White House were as easy as to the Smithsonian 
or the Lincoln Memorial, there would be a never 
ending line at the front gate. 
Whatever reason Americans have for wanting 
to go to Washington, the abundant numbers in 
which they enter the city simply for the sake of 
sightseeing is indicative of the sense of pride they 
have for their government.

Denial Of Right To Work Given Scant Attention 


WASHINGTON - Much of the 
furor about the violation of “ civil 
liberties’’ is focused nowadays ei­ 
ther on the segregation problem or 
on getting a “ due process” hear­ 
ing for persons accused of Com­ 
munist connections. To such cases, 
a good deal of time and energy 
is being devoted by various organ­ 
izations which claim to be anxious 
to uphold the Bill of Rights of the 
Constitution. 
But. for some curious reason, 
the most flagrant disregard of civ­ 
il liberties in America — the de­ 
nial to millions of citizens of the 
right to work without being threat­ 
ened with violence or otherwise 
intimidated — receives scant at­ 
tention. There is no indignation 
voiced by these same organiza­ 
tions about the fact that workers 
are constantly 
intimidated, 
and 
that many of them actually are 
barred by physical force from 
working at their jobs. 
The press dispatches on the sub­ 
ject are numerous, but too often 
are treated as routine affairs. The 
Ended Press on Tuesday >of this 
week distributed the following dis­ 
patch: 


Cite* New York Story 


“ NEW YORK — Violence flared 
again today at the strikebound Re­ 
public Aviation Corporation plant 
here when some 400 non strikers 
marchedjnto strong picket lines in 
an attempt to enter the main gate. 
“ At least three men were hos­ 
pitalized with injuries suffered in 
today * melee. One woman suffer­ 
ed injuries and was treated at the 
scene. Six more strikers were ar­ 
rested. bringing the number of ar­ 
rests well above 60 since the strike 
began three days ago. 
“ Police said the pickets faced 
non strikers today with their hands 
in their pockets apparently in an 
attempt to disprove police charges 
that they had attacked patrolmen 
and non-union workers with their 
fist* in earlier fighting.

* The new violence occurred just 
after 7 a. rn. today, the crucial 
hour when the day shift normally 
reports tor work at the airplane 
manufacturing plant.

reported many times, particularly 
at the various Westinghouse plants 
in recent weeks. It is not the num­ 
ber actually injured but the num­ 
ber intimidated which is the most 
important fact in these cases. 


To frighten those who would like 
to go back to work is as much a 
part of the campaign of violence 
as the overturning of a few auto* 
at the factory gates. For it fur­ 
nishes a dramatic example of the 
fate to be encountered by other* 
who try to return to their jobs.

It is very important, of course, 
to safeguard the right to hold or 
express a “ political belief,” but 
an economic belief is just as vital.

House Approves 
Sales Tax Hike 
To Pay Teachers 


Salary Increase 


Ready For Passage

ANNAPOLIS, Feb. 24 W — The 
House of Delegates voted tonight 
to finance a $400 pay increase for 
school teachers by raising the salesf 
tax instead of the income tax. 
^ 
At the same time, it moved the 
pay raise proposal up for final 
vote, probably next Monday. There 
was no record of the vote on the 
pay increase itself 
the delegates voted down the in­ 
come tax increase from 2 to 3 per 
cent 88-44 
They tentatively ap­ 
proved the higher sales tax in 
event the pay boost is adopted by 
a vote of 61-35. 
The sales tax would go up from 
2 to 3 cents on purchases over 68 
cents Between 51 and 68 cents it 
would remain at 2 cents. 
The income tax instead of the
